Sign Was Taken 
By San Jose 
State Fraternity 


After many. weeks of wandering, 
the Hartnell College sign has been 
recovered. The sign, which was 
stolen Wednesday; October 7, was 
pried loose from its stand 
which showed that it had been 
planned, for it took crowbars to 
get it loose, 

In a letter to Mr. McCallum, 
the dean of men at San Jose State 
College, Mr Stanley Benz, said that 
he would ship the sign down to 
Salinas as soon as directed to do 
50. 

Mr. Benz said that the vandal- 
ism was done by members of a fra- 
ternity house at State. ‘The guilty 
fraternity claimed that they had 
not planned to take the sign, but 
were on a scavenger hunt, and 
“just happened upon Hartnell Col- 
lege.” 

Mr. Benz asked that Hartnell Col- 
lege would bill San Jose, and they, 
in-turn, would charge the fraternity 
for any damages that were in- 
curred. 

Mr. ‘Lemos learned of the where- 
abouts of the sign through the 
“grapevine.” He then notified the 
Salinas Police Department, who, in 
turn, notified the San Jose Police 
Department. The San Jose Police 
Department then made an investi- 
gation and discovered it to be held 
by a fraternity house. 

“We will soon have the sign back 
where it belongs,” said. Mr. Lemos.

New Hartnell 
Buses Arrive 


The arrival of two new 73-pas- 
senger Crown Super Coaches for 
Hartnell College has made students 
on the King City and Gilroy runs 
very happy. The main new feature 
of these new buses are the $1,500 
Hall-Scott engines which-are rated 
at 150 horsepower (the largest in 
the fleet). 

Another outstanding feature is 
the little gadget that is always 
watching the driver, called a “Re- 
cording Tachograph.” This little 
gem is just a speedometer that re- 
members the speed—on_ paper. 
The discs that the speed is recorded 
on operate in conjunction with a 
24-hour clock. Also on the disc is a 
R.P.M. ratio, so that a prediction 
can be made from the miles per 
hour as to how many. revolutions 
per minute the engine is turning 
over. Although this machine is 
simple in its operation, it performs 
many tasks, It can tell where you 
put on the brakes, how long you 
stop to let off passengers, or even 
if you are a smooth driver. Some 
say, however, that the tachograph 
isa handicap,.arid that is where it 
gets its name of “tattle tale.” 

This machine works: also for the 
good of the driver. If he is ever 
stopped for speeding, and he knows 
that he was within the legal limit, 
he can ask the arresting officer to 
sign the tach chart, whereby there 
will be no question as to who is 
right. 

Another new feature of the new 
buses is the recliner seats. These 
seats have high backs which facili- 
tate restful riding on long trips.
